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Obama, Romney In final 
dash for US presidency 


DES MOINES, Iowa(AFP) - 
President Barack Obama and 
challenger Mitt Romney 
criss-crossed America Sun¬ 
day, appealing for votes in an 
agonizing two-day dash for 
the US presidency that both 
sides claimed was just within 
their grasp. 

Romney's run includes a 
surprise foray into Pennsyl¬ 
vania, a Democratic-leaning 
state that Republican strate¬ 
gists said was breaking his 
way. Obama's advisers, how¬ 
ever, dismissed the thrust as a 
sign of desperation. 

Democrats said they were 


confident of Obama's small 
but steady lead in the key 
swing states that are likely to 
decide the election, but ac¬ 
knowledged that everything 
now depends on getting the 
vote out on November 6. 

"Ultimately, it's up to you. 
You have the power," Obama 
said at rally in Concord, New 
Hampshire. "You will be 
shaping the decisions for this 
country for decades to come 
right now, in the next two 
days."

son between the administra¬ 
tors of carnival and the many 
musicians who take part, a 
friend to all. The 
Calypso/Roadmarch contest 
is one of the most popular 
and well attended Carnival 
music events, traditionally 
conducted in the Joe Laveist 
Sport Park in San Nicolas. 

On Friday afternoon, No¬ 
vember 2, the directors of the 
various organizations in¬ 
volved welcomed island 
media to the SETAR NV 
headquarters in Sabana 
Blanco to announce a work¬ 
able agreement had been 
signed. MUSICA Founda¬ 
tion, represented by President 
Hildward Croes, noted musi¬ 
cian and founder of Dushi 
Band, will completely take 
over the organization and 
presentation of the 
Calypso/Roadmarch contest. 
This will leave SAC, repre¬ 
sented by President Tecla 
Kelly-Hernandez, free to at¬ 
tend to the many other events 
that take place during Carni¬ 
val season. This upcoming 
Carnival 59 will be particu¬ 
larly short and frenetic, and 


this will ease the pressure on 
SAC volunteers greatly. 

Hildward Croes had only 
kudos for the “hostage-res¬ 
cue” negotiating abilities of 
SETAR Director Roland 
Croes in working out an 
agreement between the two 
parties, as well as heartfelt 
gratitude to Minister de Meza 
for his sincere desire and un¬ 
ceasing efforts to work out a 
congenial arrangement. All 
parties agreed it was a diffi¬ 
cult but necessary process to 
preserve and revitalize this 
beloved island tradition. 

The popular annual 
Tumba contest will remain 
under SAC authority; only 
the Calypso/Roadmarch 
event will fall to MUSICA 
Foundation. “We hope to in¬ 
crease participation, atten¬ 
dance and quality of entries 
this coming Carnival 59,” 
commented Hildward Croes, 
“We are offering musicians 
greater incentives and better 
prize money. We are deter¬ 
mined to see the event grow 
again in presentation in pop¬ 
ularity.”

Romney, on his last stop in 
Iowa before the elections, 
implored supporters: "I need 
Iowa, I need Iowa, I need 
Iowa so we can win the 
White House and take back 
America.” 

Romney was also in Ohio 
and Virginia on Sunday as he 
and Obama burned up jet fuel 
hopping between the battle¬ 
ground states that will decide 
who has the White House for 
the next four years. 

On a grueling swing that 
will end in Wisconsin in the 
early hours of Tuesday, 
Obama was also planning to 
travel to Florida, Colorado 
and Ohio on Sunday. 

Campaign aides pointed at 
early voting advantages in 
states like Ohio and Florida 


as evidence that Obama is 
close to sealing the deal in his 
quest to become only the sec¬ 
ond Democrat since World 
War II to get a second term. 

As the race boils down to 
a handful of votes in a hand¬ 
ful of states both sides are 
trumpeting their organiza¬ 
tional skills and get-out-the- 
vote drive as decisive. 

Romney was spending 
precious time in Pennsylva¬ 
nia because the momentum 
was shifting in his favor even 
in states with bedrock Dem¬ 
ocratic constituencies, Gille¬ 
spie said. 

But Obama's team said 
Romney's raid was an ac¬ 
knowledgement that he can 
no longer put together the 
270 electoral votes needed to 


win the election in the real 
swing states. 

"Listen, this is a desperate 
ploy at the end of a cam¬ 
paign,” said Plouffe on 
ABC's "This Week.” 

"I think a lot of this is a 
smokescreen, to try and mask 
the fact that in the places that 
will decide this election from 
an Electoral College stand¬ 
point — Ohio, Iowa, Wiscon¬ 
sin — it's going to be close, 
but they are definitely in a 
weak position heading into 
election day.” 

With one day to go in a 
race that has turned on 
Obama's economic record 
and Romney's past as a ven¬ 
ture capitalist and the ques¬ 
tion of whether he is ready to 
lead, the candidates are 
closely matched. 

They are effectively tied in 
national polls of the popular 
vote but Obama appears to be 
in a stronger position in the 
battleground states, and if the 
polls are accurate, seems to be 
in position to win re-election. 

The latest ABC 
News/Washington Post sur¬ 
vey showed the race for the 
White House tied, with both 
Obama and Romney receiv¬ 
ing 48-percent support 
among likely voters. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Severe 
fuel shortages on Sunday 
threatened New York's at¬ 
tempt to recover from super¬ 
storm Sandy as cold 
temperatures added to almost 
a week of misery exacerbated 
by flooded homes, limited 
public transportation and 
fraying tempers. 

But on the bright side, 
power was restored to nearly 
all of Manhattan Saturday 
after flooding plunged the 
lower half of New York's 
most densely populated bor¬ 
ough and famous skyline into 
darkness. 

Crews were also working 
to restore supplies to schools, 
set to reopen Monday, and to 
polling places for Tuesday's 
presidential election. 

However, 40 percent of 
those who lost power, or 
somewhere under 900,000 
people, continued to experi¬ 
ence widespread outages that 
could last for as long as an¬ 
other week, New York Gov¬ 
ernor Andrew Cuomo told 
reporters. 

For many, that meant no 
heating just as temperatures 
are dropping in the New York 
area, with a windy, rainy au¬ 
tumn storm forecast for 
Wednesday. 

Overall, 2.5 million cus¬ 
tomers remain without power 
across seven states that were 
in Sandy's path, the US De¬ 
partment of Energy said. 


As New Jersey police 
raised the state's death toll to 
22, increasing the overall US 
total to at least 109, the 
biggest hurdle to recovery 
continued to be a severe lack 
of gasoline. 

Huge lines of cars and 
people on foot clutching can¬ 
isters snaked back from gas 
stations, and New Jersey 
Governor Chris Christie an¬ 
nounced rationing. 

Starting Saturday, drivers 
with license plates ending in 
an even number were only al¬ 
lowed to fill up on even-num¬ 
bered dates, while those 
whose plates end in odd 
numbers had to wait for odd- 
numbered dates. 

Meanwhile, New York offi¬ 
cials announced the deployment 
of military fuel bucks offering 
10 gallons (38 liters) of gasoline 
to drivers free of charge. 

New York City Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg also an¬ 
nounced that one million 
school children would be 
back in class Monday, al¬ 
though there were 65 schools 
out of service due to damage 
or because they were being 
used as temporary shelters. 

But frustrations were in¬ 
creasingly boiling over in the 
worst-hit neighborhoods. 

The mayor urged patience, 
telling reporters there were 
"many people who are wor¬ 
ried, and frustrated, and 
cold.” 


Raspy Clinton gives full-throated backing to Obama 

CONCORD, New Hampshireln a raspy whisper, Bill Clinton 
said words many Democrats never thought they would hear, 
telling a huge Barack Obama crowd: "I have given my voice 
in the service of my president." 

So Clinton has - literally, with his exhaustive campaigning 
for a candidate he once disdained, and figuratively, by laying 
out a plain-spoken case for the current commander-in-chief, 
which Obama has sometimes struggled to match. 

The ex-president, his white mane picked out by spotlights, 
was the warm-up act for Obama at a rally in swing state Vir¬ 
ginia late Saturday that was packed despite frigid temperatures, just three days before 
America votes. 

An hour later, as Clinton's theme song "Don't Stop" by Fleetwood Mac blasted into the 
night air, the business of placing his two-term Democratic legacy on Obama's shoulders 
was complete. The joint appearances - Clinton introduced Obama in Concord, New 
Hampshire on Sunday - are the latest effort by the Obama campaign to catch a ride on 
Clinton's reputation for engineering nearly a decade of prosperity in the late 1990s.

Tens of thousands lose housing 
in US superstorm 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Tens of 
thousands of people whose 
homes were destroyed or 
damaged by superstorm 
Sandy faced a new crisis in 
New York on Sunday as tem¬ 
peratures plunged, raising the 
specter of people freezing to 
death. 

New York City mayor 
Michael Bloomberg esti¬ 
mated that 30,000-40,000 
homes in the city alone had 
been left unusable by the Oc¬ 
tober 29 storm as the cold in¬ 
tensifies. 

Sandy pummeled 15 states 
with fierce winds and a huge 
tidal surge that killed at least 
109 people in the United 


States and Canada and a 
damage bill running to tens 
of billions of dollars. 

Almost two million homes 
are still without power and a 
new storm predicted to hit on 
Wednesday is bringing more 
heavy rain and winds. 

"It is starting to get cold, 
people are in homes that are 
uninhabitable," New York 
state governor Andrew 
Cuomo told a press confer¬ 
ence. "We are going to have 
tens of thousands of people 
who need housing solutions 
right away." 

"This is going to be a mas¬ 
sive, massive housing prob¬ 
lem," the governor said. 


Russia, Arabs agree on need 
to move forward on Syria 


CAIRO (AFP) - Russian For¬ 
eign Minister Sergei Favrov 
met in Cairo on Sunday with 
Arab Feague chief Nabil al- 
Arabi for talks about the Syr¬ 
ian conflict, agreeing on the 
need to move forward but 
finding little common 
ground. 

"We discussed the situa¬ 
tion in Syria... reviewing 
what has been done so far 
and if there is any way to 
move forward. And let us be 
clear, there wasn't any agree¬ 
ment on anything," Arabi told 
a joint news conference. 

Favrov stressed the need 


to "convince the Syrian par¬ 
ties to cease fire and sit down 
for negotiations in accordance 
with the Geneva agreement," 
referring to a Russian-backed 
transition plan world powers 
agreed on June 30. 

The Syrian conflict 
erupted in March 2011 when 
forces of President Bashar al- 
Assad, Moscow's last major 
ally in the region, moved to 
crush pro-reform protests, 
triggering an armed uprising. 

More than 36,000 people 
have been killed, according 
to the Syrian Observatory for 
Human Rights.

Somalia forms new government, 
woman named foreign minister

MOGADISHU (AFP) - So¬ 
mali Prime Minister Abdi 
Farah Shirdon Said announced 
the members of his new gov¬ 
ernment on Sunday, noting 
that a woman has been named 
as foreign minister for the first 
time in the country's history. 

"After long discussions 
and consultations, I have 
named my cabinet which 
consists of only 10 members. 
Among them is a female for¬ 
eign affairs minister for the 
first time in Somali history," 
the prime minister said. 

The new foreign minister, 
Fowsiyo Yusuf Haji Adan, 
hails from the self-declared 
independent state of Soma¬ 


liland and lived in Britain for 
a long time. 

"My nomination as the for¬ 
eign minister is historic for 
the Somali country and par¬ 
ticularly for the women of So¬ 
malia, it turns a new page for 
the political situation of our 
country and will lead to suc¬ 
cess and prosperity," she said. 

Another woman named to 
the new government, Maryan 
Qasim Ahmed, will take the 
role of minister of develop¬ 
ment and social affairs. She 
had previously served as 
women's minister.

Monitoring can prevent unnecessary 
prostate ops: study 


PARIS (AFP) - Close moni¬ 
toring of prostate cancer tu¬ 
mours may make radiation 
and surgery — which can 
cause incontinence and impo¬ 
tence — unnecessary, a new 
study has shown. 

Prostate cancer is one of the 
slowest-growing forms of the 
disease, and many men with 
tumours may never develop 
symptoms during their life¬ 
time, meaning that many are 
treated unnecessarily — often 
with serious side-effects.

Japan transsexual 
denied recognition 
as father 

TOKYO (AFP) - A person who 
had a sex-change to become a 
man has complained of dis¬ 
crimination after a Japanese 
court refused to register him as 
the father of his wife’s child, 
according to reports Saturday. 

The 30-year-old, who was 
bom female, had sought to be 
registered as the father after his 
wife delivered a boy in 2009 
by way of artificial insemina¬ 
tion using donated sperm. 

But the Tokyo Family Court 
ruled the child must be regis¬ 
tered as if he was born out of 
wedlock as the man is physi¬ 
cally not capable of reproduc¬ 
tion — despite the fact sterile 
men are routinely recognised 
as the fathers of babies bom 
using artificial insemination. 

The couple married in 2008, 
after the husband officially 
changed his gender, and were 
recognised as husband and 
wife under a new law that 
came into effect in 2004. 

’’Under the law, Japan de¬ 
cided to treat me as a man. I 
would like to receive the same 
treatment as a father too,” the 
man, whose name was not re¬ 
ported, told local journalists 
Friday.

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China busts $11 bn online gambling ring 



SHANGHAI (AFP) - Chinese 
authorities have busted what is 
reportedly the country's biggest 
online gambling ring, which al¬ 
legedly handled bets of more 
than 70 billion yuan ($11 bil¬ 
lion), state media said. 

The Shanghai-based gang 
ran a website linked with over¬ 


seas gambling 
sites which al¬ 
lowed Chinese 
users to play 
online card 
games and bet 
on sport, in¬ 
cluding Euro¬ 
pean football 
matches, the Global Times 
newspaper said. 

Shanghai police broke up 
the ring in July, seizing 13 mil¬ 
lion yuan and arresting more 
than 50 people after a three- 
month investigation, it said. 

The group was estimated to 
have handled bets estimated to 


be worth more than 70 billion 
yuan in the January to July pe¬ 
riod this year, the newspaper 
said, describing it as China's 
biggest such case by value. 

The gambling website used 
overseas servers while its more 
than 20 allied websites were 
mainly based in Southeast Asia 
and operated by overseas Chi¬ 
nese, the official Xinhua news 
agency and the Global Times 
said. 

"The ring had a very bad ef¬ 
fect on society," the Global 
Times quoted Qu Weifang, 
chief engineer of a Shanghai 
police unit dedicated to cyber 


crime, as telling reporters. 

"We have found office 
workers and university students 
who have gambled away all of 
their money." 

Police could not be immedi¬ 
ately reached for comment. 
China's ruling communist party 
banned gambling as one of the 
evils of the old society after it 
took power in 1949. 

But Macau, a former Por¬ 
tuguese colony which is now a 
special administrative region of 
China, boasts the world's 
biggest gambling hub with 
casinos that are popular with 
mainland Chinese visitors. 


Voting 
machines 
remain worry 
in US election 


WASHINGTON(AFP) - Few 
want to even think about it, 
but the 2012 US election re¬ 
sult could be clouded by prob¬ 
lems with voting machines ... 
again. 

Twelve years after the 
Florida punch card debacle in 
which thousands of votes 
went uncounted in the crucial 
state, some experts cite simi¬ 
lar concerns about voting 
technology. 

"We've put a tremendous 
effort into changing the voting 
systems, but in many cases 
we've discarded systems too 
quickly and replaced them 
with systems that we haven't 
examined enough." said Dou¬ 
glas Jones, a University of 
Iowa computer scientist 

Jones said technology used 
on some vote machines is 
now close to a decade old and 
should be updated. And some 
systems have security flaws 
or may not allow for recounts 
or audits, he noted. 

A frequent target for critics 
is the use of touchscreen vot¬ 
ing machines, which lack a 
paper backup. Around 25 per¬ 
cent of Americans are ex¬ 
pected to use paperless 
electronic voting, according 
to the Verified Voting Founda¬ 
tion. 

A report earlier this year by 
two activist groups and the 
Rutgers University School of 
Law said systems used in 20 
states were either "inade¬ 
quate" or needed improve¬ 
ment. 

That includes 16 states 
which use paperless machines 
in some or all jurisdictions. 
Six states were ranked "good" 
and 24 "generally good." 

Hurricane Sandy's destruc¬ 
tion has added another ele¬ 
ment of uncertainty, says 
Thad Hall, a University of 
Utah political scientist and re¬ 
searcher for the Voting Tech¬ 
nology Project. 

"No power means that (vote 
machines) will only operate 
as long as their batteries last," 
he said. "It also means that 
voters voting on paper ballots 
will not have the use of scan¬ 
ners to identify errors on their 
ballots." 

The devastation also means 
"some voters will literally not 
be able to vote because they 
will have been evacuated 
from their local polling place 
and there is no provision for 
remote voting."

South Korea's total debt soars to $2.75 tin 


SEOUL (AFP) - South 
Korea’s total public and pri¬ 
vate-sector debt soared to 
$2.75 trillion this summer 
due to greater spending to 
stimulate growth and grow¬ 
ing household borrowing, a 
report said Sunday. 

As of June, combined debt 
held by the government, 
companies and households 
rose to 2,962 trillion won 
from 1,966 trillion won in 
2007 and 2,859 trillion won 
at the end of last year, Yon- 
hap news agency said. 

The ratio of such debt to 
nominal gross domestic prod¬ 
uct was 201.7 percent in 


2007, 231.1 percent last De¬ 
cember and 233.8 percent at 
the end of June, it said, citing 
bank data. 

The ratio has been on the 
rise since the 2008 financial 
crisis as the government ex¬ 
panded spending to spur 
growth and low borrowing 
costs prompted more house¬ 
holds to rely on bank lending, 
Yonhap said. 

In June Moody's Investors 
Service said the country's 
household loans have grown 
"at an alarming rate" and are 
vulnerable to financial shocks 
arising from the global eco¬ 
nomic downturn. 


Samsung sells 30 
min Galaxy S III 
smartphones 

SEOUL (AFP) - Samsung 
Electronics said Sunday that 
global sales of its flagship 
Galaxy S III smartphone 
had topped 30 million since 
its debut in May. 

"The Galaxy S III contin¬ 
ues to be a runaway 
favourite with customers 
around the world," JK Shin, 
head of Samsung's IT and 
mobile communications di¬ 
vision, said in a statement. 

The third version of the 
Galaxy S series offers a 
more powerful processor 
that lets users watch video 
and write emails simultane¬ 
ously as well as a large 4.8- 
inch (12.2-cm) screen. 

The company sold 56.3 
million smartphones, in¬ 
cluding its flagship S III, in 
July-September, represent¬ 
ing 31.3 percent of the 
global market, more than 
twice as much as bitter rival 
Apple's share, research firm 
IDC said last month. 

Samsung and US rival 
Apple have been embroiled 
in a long-running patent 
battle with the pair accusing 
each other of stealing de¬ 
signs and technology. 

In August Samsung was 
ordered to pay Apple $1.05 
billion in damages for ille¬ 
gally copying iPhone and 
iPad features for its Galaxy 
S smartphones, but a Japan¬ 
ese court later rejected 
Apple's claim that Samsung 
stole its technology. 
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Eurozone under pressure 
as G20 finance chiefs meet 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - G20 
finance chiefs gather Sunday 
for two days of talks as Eu¬ 
rope faces new pressure to re¬ 
solve a relentless debt crisis 
threatening global growth, 
with the specter of a Greek 
euro exit reappearing. 

Finance ministers and cen¬ 
tral bank governors from the 
Group of 20 top economies 
arrived in Mexico City as 
debt-riddled Greece contin¬ 
ues to trouble Europe's single 
currency while Spain fights 
off pressure to seek a bailout. 


The United States is also 
in the spotlight over a loom¬ 
ing "fiscal cliff’ of spending 
cuts and tax hikes that could 
undercut the US economy 
and global growth. 

The White House and 
Congress need to reach a 
compromise by the end of the 
year to avoid the cliff but a 
resolution will have to wait 
until after Tuesday's presi¬ 
dential election, with US 
President Barack Obama and 
Republican Mitt Romney 
locked in a tight race. 


Ahead of key votes, Greek PM 
warns of euro exit 


ATHENS (AFP) - Greek 
Prime Minister Antonis 
Samaras warned again Sun¬ 
day that the debt-crippled 
country could be forced out 
of the euro if parliament fails 
to approve a new round of 
austerity measures needed for 
a lifeline from creditors. 

"We must save the country 
from catastrophe... if we fail 
to stay in the euro nothing 
will make sense," he told 
lawmakers from his conser¬ 
vative party. 

Parliament is due to vote 
Wednesday on a bill outlining 
18 billion euros ($23 billion) 
of cuts and other reforms, fol¬ 
lowed by a vote on Sunday

on the 2013 budget as Greece 
battles to secure a new 
tranche of aid from its troika 
of international creditors. 

Samaras said the votes 
were vital to "put an end once 
and for all" to the risk that 
Greece, faced with a crushing 
debt mountain, could return 
to the drachma. 

He called on coalition 
partners, the socialist Pasok 
and the moderate left-wing 
Dimar (Democratic Left) par¬ 
ties, which have raised con¬ 
cerns about the scope of the 
measures, to act in the

from Tuesday to coincide 
with the austerity vote amid 
seething public anger over 
further painful cuts in a coun¬ 
try that is heading for its sixth 
year of recession.

From pot to gay marriage, 

US voters have lots to decide 


CHICAGO (AFP) - From le¬ 
galizing marijuana and gay 
marriage to wiping outdated 
segregation laws off Al¬ 
abama's state constitution, US 
voters have a lot more to de¬ 
cide next week than simply 
picking the next president. 

Here is a list of some of the 
172 ballot measures that voters 
in certain states will be asked 
to weigh in tomorrow : 

GAY MARRIAGE 
Gay marriage has long been 
a hot-button issue in the 
United States. But this year is 
the first time some voters will 
be asked if they want to ap¬ 
prove, rather than ban, legal 
recognition of same-sex mar¬ 
riage. 

Voters in Maine are ex¬ 
pected to approve a referen¬ 
dum seeking to legalize 
same-sex marriage. 

Polls are also showing sup¬ 
porters could prevail against 
efforts to ban gay marriage in 
Maryland and the state of 
Washington, while it's not 
clear if efforts to make Min¬ 
nesota the 31st state to amend 
its constitution to ban gay mar¬ 
riage will succeed. 

LEGALIZING MARI¬ 
JUANA 

Voters in three states — Col¬ 
orado, Oregon and Washing¬ 
ton — will be asked if 
recreational use of marijuana 
should be decriminalized. 
Three other states — Arkansas, 
Montana and Massachusetts - 
- will vote on allowing its use 
for medicinal purposes. 

GM FOOD LABELS 
If California voters choose 
to require warning labels on 
foods that contain geneti¬ 
cally modified ingredients, 


consumers across the na¬ 
tion will likely start seeing 
similar notices. While most 
Americans don't share Euro¬ 
peans' mistrust of genetically 
modified food, the labels 
could be sufficiently off- 
putting to enough people to 
push food manufacturers to 
use non-modified ingredients.

ABORTION RESTRIC¬ 
TIONS 

Voters in Florida will be 
asked to weigh in on a plan to 
ban state funds from being 
used not only for abortions, 
but also for any health insur¬ 
ance plans which cover the 
service.

Five states — including the 
key battleground of Florida — 
will be voting on measures to 
undermine President Barack 
Obama's landmark health care 
reform. Since federal law typ¬ 
ically trumps local state laws, 

the impact will likely be 
limited to driving some con- 


Montana voters will be 
asked to ban doctors from per¬ 
forming an abortion for girls 
under the age of 16 without 
notifying their parents or 
guardian 48 hours earlier. 

UNION RIGHTS 

Union members, who tend 
to support Democrats, are ex¬ 
pected to turn out in Michigan 
to support an initiative to make 
collective bargaining a consti¬ 
tutionally guaranteed right. 
California voters will consider 
an initiative to restrict union 
political activity by prohibit¬ 
ing them from contributing to 
candidates or using dues de¬ 
ducted from paychecks for po¬ 
litical purposes. 

RIGHT TO HUNT AND 
FISH 

The right to hunt and fish 


will be on the ballots of three 
states — Idaho, Kentucky and 
Nebraska — ostensibly out of 
concern that animal rights ac¬ 
tivists could try to ban the ac¬ 
tivity. North Dakotans will 
consider measures to protect 
"modern" farming practices 
and animal cruelty laws which 
won't apply to farmers, hunters 
or scientific researchers.

It could 
also serve to boost turnout 
among African-Americans, 
who tend to vote for Democ¬ 
rats. 


Gangnam Style r 
second most- 
viewed YouTube 
video 

SEOUL(AFP) - South Korean 
pop sensation Psy's "Gangnam 
Style" has become the second 
most-watched YouTube video 
of all time with more than 620 
million hits as the quirky rap¬ 
per continues to take the world 
by storm. 

The 34-year-old singer, 
whose real name is Park Jae- 
Sang, rocketed to international 
fame after "Gangnam Style" - 
- a techno ode to a trendy 
Seoul neighbourhood — be¬ 
come a worldwide hit follow¬ 
ing its debut in July. 

The video went viral online 
with its goofy signature horse- 
riding dance and week-end 
ousted singer Jennifer Lopez's 
dance hit "On the Floor" from 
second place. But it still trails 
behind Canadian teenage 
heartthrob Justin Bieber's 
"Baby", which has had over 
795 million hits. 

Psy has also remained at 
number two on the Billboard 
Hot 100 music chart in the 
United States for a sixth 
straight week after topping 
charts in countries including 
Britain and Australia. 

The popularity of the song 
and video, which spawned 
hundreds of parodies and trib¬ 
ute videos across the world, 
has helped the singer land a 
contract with Bieber's man¬ 
agement agency. 

Psy, currently on a promo¬ 
tional tour in the United 
States, last week performed on 
ABC's "The View" talk show, 
after his appearances at the 
MTV awards and other prime¬ 
time programmes last month 
boosted his profile. 

The star is already a music 
veteran at home with six al¬ 
bums under his belt and next 
week he will begin a promo¬ 
tional tour in Europe that in¬ 
cludes a speech at the Oxford 
Union and an appearance at 
the MTV Europe Music 
Awards in Germany.

Bosh enjoyed the biggest 
scoring night since he joined 
the Heat two years ago when 
James also arrived.

home arena. 

The Nets saw their origi¬ 
nally scheduled opener against 
the uptown rival New York 
Knicks postponed from Thurs¬ 
day to November 26 because of 
damage suffered around the 
city as a result of killer storm 
Hurricane Sandy. 

Pushing that game back 
meant that the Nets, who 
moved from New Jersey after 
last season, had to wait until the 
Raptors visited on Saturday to 
make their debut at the Bar¬ 
clays Center but made it worth 
the wait for Brooklyn fans. 

It was the first home game 


for a Brooklyn-based major 
sports team since Major League 
Baseball's Brooklyn Dodgers 
moved to Los Angeles after the 


1957 season. 

Lopez produced a key three- 
point play and Williams added 
two late free throws to spark the 
victory. Williams finished with 
nine assists while Joe Johnson 
had 14 points. C.J. Watson came 
off the bench to contribute 15 
points. 

Toronto's Kyle Lowry scored 
a game-high 28 points and con¬ 
tributed eight rebounds and eight 
assists while DeMar DeRozan 
added 25 points for the Raptors, 
who fell to 0-2 on the season. 

At New York, Carmelo An¬ 
thony scored 27 points and the 
New York Knicks downed 
Philadelphia 100-84 on Sun¬ 
day, giving the Knicks a 2-0 
start to an NBA season for the 
first time since 1999. 

Two nights after ripping 
reigning NBA champion 


Miami in their season opener, 
the Knicks never trailed after 
the first quarter in dumping the 
76ers. 

J.R. Smith added 20 points 
and nine rebounds for New 
York while Jason Kidd con¬ 
tributed 12 points and six as¬ 
sists and Raymond Felton 
added 11 points for the Knicks. 

Jrue Holiday scored 27 to 
lead the 76ers, who also had 16 
points from Thaddeus Young 
and 11 points and 11 rebounds 
from Evan Turner. 

Anthony sparked a 14-7 
Knicks run to produce a 19-12 
lead and New York never 
trailed again. 

Philadelphia guard Jason 
Richardson sprained his left 
ankle early in the first quarter 
and did not return to the game.

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Thousands run in New York race of disappointment 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Thou¬ 
sands of frustrated marathon 
runners from around the world 
descended on New York's 
Central Park on Sunday to 
take part in improvised races 
after the famed event fell vic- 


Many came from Europe. 

Word spread about the Run 
Anyway marathon on social 
media sites. A lot of runners 
decided to donate cash to New 
York groups helping storm 
victims. Some just wanted to 



tim to superstorm Sandy. 

Many put on the race num¬ 
bers they would have worn in 
the marathon, a huge earner 
for the city, which was called 
off for the first time in its 42- 
year history. 

Under a crystal blue sky, 
more than 3,000 runners 
started the Run Anyway NYC 
Marathon. Similar numbers 
took part in other races in¬ 
tended to ease the sporting 
anger at the cancellation. 

Lance Svendsend put up a 
Facebook page proposing the 
race and soon built up the 
entry field as word spread. 

Many of the 47,000 com¬ 
petitors were angered at the 
last-minute decision to call off 
the race on Friday when most 
runners were already in New 
York. 

The organizers have still 
not announced whether or 
when they will refund entry 
fees for the race, which gener¬ 
ates an estimated $340 million 
a year for the city. 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
had wanted to carry on with 
the race, but gave in to protests 
over resources being devoted 
to the marathon while thou¬ 
sands still suffer from Sandy 
in New York. 

Runners came from the 
four corners of the world to 
take part: Chileans, Croats, 
Canadians and Kazakhs. 


finish the miles and kilometers 
they had promised for spon¬ 
sorship back home. 

"It is very disappointing," 
commented Christophe Pujade 
from Carcassone in France. 
"This is a pilgrimage for us. 
We want to feel the sensation 
of the marathon and the at¬ 
mosphere." 

Elise Hinson, wearing race 
number 46789, came from 
Sydney having raised $4,000 
for cancer research. She had 
the names of people who had 
died from cancer written on 
the back of her shirt. 

"I just wanted to make sure 
that I finished the distance and 
the journey after coming all 
this way," she said. 

Beatrice Rochette de Lem- 
pdes from Montreal in Canada 
said all the disappointed run¬ 
ners were in Central Park to 
show solidarity with each 
other. 

"We are there together, we 
have a common passion, so it 
is good to be together today," 
she said. 

Carlos Sanchez Rodriguez, 
a Spaniard, went to Central 
Park because he could think of 
nothing else to do on the big 
day. It would have been his 
sixth marathon. 

"I'll go for a run and try and 
make it in my average time, 
but you have to be motivated," 
said Sanchez. "It is going to be 


difficult." 

While many runners say 
they understand why the race 
had to be called off, there have 
been high-profile complaints 
about the way the cancellation 
was handled. 

"I find it incredible that 
they let participants think this 
event was going to take 


place," wrote former French 
tennis star Amelie Mauresmo 
on Facebook. 

One runner took 
Bloomberg to task. He ran in 
New York streets with a shirt 
bearing the slogan: "I love in¬ 
competent billionaires." 

The marathon generates a 
lot of money for the local 


economy with 20,000 over¬ 
seas runners in hotels and 
restaurants and some two mil¬ 
lion people lining the streets to 
watch the race. 

Some runners paid up to 
$347 to enter and the organiz¬ 
ers also get large amounts of 
money in television rights and 
other sponsors.
